Funeral mass for Salvador Zavala, 
54, veteran member of the Placentia 
Unified School District Board of 
Trustees and a Trustee of the North 
Orange County Community College 
District, was held Tuesday morning 
at’ St. Joseph Catholic Church,

Acting on information he obtained 
from the Planning Director's office.

He said that moving 
the fence the required distance 
would cost $1,500 in labor and 
materials, He added that he had 
canvassed the neighborhood and 
there was no opposition to leaving 


the fence where it was being 
erected 
Council members questioned 


Planning Director Phil Paxton about 
the matter. He said the ordinance 
was creating problems and that the 
Johnson case was just the “up of the 
weberg.° Paxton said that staff ts 
formulating tecommendations — to 
bring before the Planning = Com- 
mission to amend the ordinance. 

After a brief execuuve session 
conference with City Attorney Len 
Hampel. Paxton requested council 
waive a policy which allows him to 
grant an adjustment on fences not 
more than five feet from the 
property line. 

The council, ino sympathy with 
Johnson because he had received 
erroneous information from. staff. 
directed Paxton) to held an 
adjustment hearing and grant the 
policy waiver aif circumstances 
permitted, 


Paxton said the adjustment 


hearing requires only a $5 fee while 
a variance, if Johnson was made to 
apply for one, would cost $100.

Main St. Metamorphosis 


Someone once said, during a certain unsettling period: “A time to try the 
souls of men” or something to that effect. A favorite spiritual starts out with 
the line “Nobody knows the troubles I've seen.” 

Both those quotations would seemingly apply to what lies ahead the next 
several weeks during the renovation of Main Street. 

City Engineer Roy Stephenson is candid about what is facing the 
merchants and the shopping public. He admits that from the scheduled start 
of April 18 to the conclusion about July 1. Main Street Is going to “be a 
mess.” 

The initial 30 to 48 days of work on the street surface will be the most 
trying period. The present roadway will be tern up and replaced with a new 
one. Pondered but discarded was a program which might have had the street 
done one side at a time. The decision was made to do the project as a whole. 

Until the new street is in. traffic and parking will be practically 
non-existent between Imperial and Lemon on Main Street. Walking will be 
difficult. The entire area will be cluttered with equipment. 

Every effort will be made to faciliate access to stores and shops. Some can 
be reached from rear entrances. But. admittedly. inconvenience will be the 
rule, rather than the exception. 

There are two ways to approach this situation. Everyone concerned can 
gripe. moan. curse and complain. That won't help but it will sure let 
everyone know how vou feel about it 

Then there is the positive approach. While things will be tough for awhile, 
Main Street will have a bright new look which should make it more of a 
pleasure to visit and shop with the merchants in the post-project period. 

If the latter follow through on plans to renovate their places of business so 
that they will have a new look. along with the pleasing effect created by the 
street work. the lost business during the reconstruction should be more than 
recouped in the future.

Animal 
Control 
Program 


A city-run program for animal 
control has been advocated by an 
Animal Contrél task force which 
made its report to the City Council 
recently. 

The report recommends that the 
program be put into effect in 
January of 1978. 

The program would provide for an 
animal shelter and animal control 
officers. It would replace the present 
program in which Yorba Linda 
shares an officer with Brea and 
adjoining county territory. . 

Mayor Doug Groot was chairman 
of the task force. At the recommend- 
ation of City Administrator Art 
Simonian council directed staff to 
include the report recommendations 
in the proposed 1977-78 budget for 
discussion and determination on 
whether or not to establish a city 
Animal Control Department. 

According to the report the 
department would be financed by 
retaining the county’s annual $10 
dog license fee and by adding 
another $10 fee yearly on 
agricultural animals. Only one fee 
per each housing lot with 
agricultural animals would be 
levied. 

The report asserts that the local 
program would offer better service 
than the county. It predicts a $7,000 
loss the initial year but a $12,000 
profit in succeeding years. 

Groot said that if the question of 
making a profit from fees is legal the 
extra money could go towards 
financing trail systems. 

The animal control officers are 
envisioned as personnel who could 
also have police training, enforce 
zoning ordinances and other animal 
ordinances. This would include the 
handling of large animals, a service 
not provided under the county 
program. 

Service is predicated on a 24 hour 
basis in the report. Response time is 
estimated at 10 minutes in 
comparison to the 30 minute to two 
and one-half hours now furnished. 

Other aspects of the program 
would have the control officers 
available for public education talks 
to schools and clubs, door-to-door 
checks on unlicensed dogs and 
providing medical care for animals. 

Animal owners would have the 
opportunity to make telephone 
checks on lost animals. A log would 
be kept at the shelter detailing 
impounds and found deceased 
animals. 

There is only one other municipal 
animal shelter in Orange County. 
Several communities have their own 
animal control programs.

Several additions and afew 
deletions have been proposed in 
staffing guidelines recommended by 
the administration of the Yorba 
Linda School District for next school 
year among — certificated and 
classified personnel. 

Employment of teacher aides and 
ECE aides constitute most of the 
additions and include all the five 
schools in the district. 

At Nixon School ECE aides are 
proposed on a basis of 26 hours per 
day for 10 months. Over the same 
period there would be a teacher aide 
for the physically handicapped for 
three hours per day. 

At Paine School a teacher aide for 
P.H. is listed for five hours per day 
for 10 months while a_ special 
programs assistant would be 
deleted. That school would also 
increase the hours of an ECE 
clerk-typist from four to seven and 
one-half per day. 

There is also an upgrading of 
teacher aide-P.H. at Rose Drive 
School from three to five hours per 
day and teacher aide-EH from two tuo 
four and one-half hours. Two hours 
would be deleted (2 to 25) for ECE 
aides. 

Additions at Linda Vista would be 
one employee, four hours per day. 
for both PH and Learning Center 
teacher aides, plus a one hour per 
day employee for an LDG teacher 
aide. 

Several changes are proposed at 
Yorba Linda Junior High. They 
include adding five days for the 


Learning Center teacher and teacher. 


aide, one teacher aide for PH/MGM 
for six hours a day and changing the 
attendance clerk from seven hours 
daily to five days at six hours per 
d y. 

At the IMC the single change 
would increase the use of the 
resource teacher from 192 to 202 
days. 

At the District Office the 
psychologist would add 10 days to 
his schedule. The ECE clerk-typist 
position would become an account 
clerk working eight hours per day 
rather than five over a 12 month 
period. 

The clerk-typist for the psy- 
chologist would change from four 
hours per day for 10 months to eight 
hours per day for 11 months. Also 
proposed is the addition of a 
counselor/psychologist for 10 
months. 

In the MOTG two CETA positions 
would be deleted. The serviceman 
would discontinue his bus driving 
chores and the bus drivers would 
increase duties from 24 and 
one-quarter hours per day to 27 
hours.
